The Insolvent Act of 1875. 



[Toronto M»ll.l 

On Wedncsilay next, tlio fu'Ht of 
September, tho Insolvent Act of 1875 
will come into oporntion. For nearly 
every locality' ^v■hero required official 
iissigueert fire (ilreiuly appniutod, and 
we suppose they will be ren<ly on the 
day ]iuiae(.l to enter upon their duties. 
The Actajjplies to traders and trading 
copartnerships, and to triidiug com- 
panies ^vhether iucorporated or uot, 
except incorporated banks, insuranc, 
railway, and telej:;-raph t;onipanios. 
TlioHO who arc "traders" wUbin tho 
luoauinj,' of tlio Act are thus doacribod ; 
— "Apothecaries, RuetK>ncera,banii:Grs, 
brokers, builders, brickmalicrs, carp- 
enters, carriers, cattle or sheep sales- 
men, coach proprietors, dyers, fullei-s, 
keepers of inus, taverns, hottds, sal- 
oons or colYeo houses, lime l)urners, 
livery stable keepers, market yarden- 
era, millers, miners, packers, printers, 
quarrymen, sharebrokors, shipowners, 
shipwrights, stockbrokers, stock job- 
bers, victuallers, ware housomou, wharf- 
ingers, persons insuring shii)sor their 
freights, or other matters a^aiinst per- 
ils of the sea, persons using tho trade 
of merchandise by way of bar- 
gaining, exchange, bartering, com- 
mission, consignment or otherwise, in 
gross or by retail, and persons who, 
either for themselves, or as agents or 
factors for others, seek their living by 
buying and selling, or buying and 
letting for hire goods, or commodities, 
or by the workmanship or the conver- 
sion of goods or commodities, or trees. 
But the farmer, gra/ier, common la- 
bourer, or workman for hire shall not, 
nor shall a member of any partnership, 
association or company, which cannot 
be adjudged insolvent under this Act, 
be deemed as such, a trader for the 
purposes of this Act." 

A trader becomes insolvent through 
his own acknowledgment to that eflect, 
or, in case of absconding, secreting or 
removing property with intent to de- 
fraud, imprisonment in default of pay- 
ment of two hundred dollars or up- 
wards, allowing an execution to re- 
main unsatisfied till within four days 
of time of sale, or failure to ol)ey an 
order or decree of the Court oi Chan- 
cery. Any one or more creditor hav- 
ing unsecured claims of not less than 
one hundred dollai'S each, amounting 
in the aggregate to not less than five 
hundred dollars, may demand that tho 
debtor make an assignment, and, in 
case the demand be resisted, both par- 
ties shall be heard before tho Judge. 
If the Judge finds the demand not 
sustained, he may condemn the credit- 
or or creditors making it to pay treble 
coets. A creditor, or his agent, mak 
iug aflidavit of an unsecured debt of 
not loss than two hundred dollars, and 
disclosing such facts and circumstan- 
Btanoes as will satisfy the Judge or 
Prothonotary of the Superior or Coun- 
ty Court may obtain a writ of aitach- 
niont, which shall bo returnable forth- 
with. Artsignnuints are to bo made 
to the oflicual assignee of tho country 
or district where the debtor rositles, 
or where he has has his chief place of 
business, or, if there be no such olli- 
cer in the country or district, then to 
the oflicial assignee for the nearest 
adjoining county or district. 

Assignments and writs of attach- 
ment shall vest in the oflicial assignee 
all right, power, title, and interest in 
and to the debtor's property, both 
real and personal. Notice of a moot- 
ing of creditors must bo pul)lished at 
least twice in tho oflicial "(Jai;otte," 
and tho first publication must bo made 
at least throe weeks before the moot- 
ing. This is all the publication re- 
quii'SH'by the new Act; advertising 
meetings of (U'cditorsiu the nowspapors 
is no longer necessary, but the usual 
notices are to be sent to all tho credit, 
ors by mail. Tho insolvent is bcund 
to attend tho first meeting, and shall 
sign his examination or declare the 
reasons why lie refuses to sign. Tho 
Court or Judgo may, on ap|ilieation of 
tho assignee, of the insj)eclorH, or any 
creditor, order any other person, in- 
cluding the wife or husband of tho 
insolvent, to bo oxaminod on oath. 
1 No-assignee can act as the attorney or 
agent of any creditor, in rofcrouco to 
any claim or demand on an ostato as- 
signed to him. Creditors may at any 
mooting appoint one or moro inspoc- 
tors, who sliidl liupcu'inlend and di- 
rect tho procuodings of tho assignee 
in winding up the ostato, and such ap- 
point nionl-s iiiny bo revoked at any 
fiubsoqunnt meeting. The creditors 
niay at these meetings jiass rosolntions 
ov wdore directing tUo asHignoo bow 



to dispose of tho estate, and, failing 
^uch directions by the creditors, tho 
ossigiiee aball be subject to instruc- 
tions from the inspectors. One or 
more creditors, having claims exceed- 
ing live hundred dollars in tho aggre- 
gate, may, if dissatisfied with the way 
business is being done, give notice to 
the assignee, and may be heard bo- 
fore the Court or Judge. No sale of 
an estate "en bloc" can be made with 
out previous sanction of a meetincr of 
creditors called for that purpose. If 
a partner in an unincorporated trading 
company becomes insolvent within tlic 
meaning of the Act, and Ids estate has 
be assigned, such partnership shall 
be held dissolved. 

The commission to assignees is lix- 
ed at live per cent, on tho amount re- 
alized not exceeding one thousand 
dollars, two and a half per cent, on 
all above that sum up to five thousand 
dollars, and one and a ([uarter jier 
cent, on all over that amount. U'his 
commissioii i.s to bo in lieu of all fi.'es 
and charges exclusive of actual expen- 
ses is going to seize and sell, and of 
disbursements necessarily made in tho 
cai'e and removal of property. The 
(!reditora may themselves appoint an 
assignee, other than the ofBcial assig- 
nee, and may at a mooting remove any 
assignee and ajjpoint another in his 
place. No more than one person can 
vote as a creditor on any claim for the 
same debt, and no claim cace proved 
can bo divided or transfeiTed to an- 
other person to increase the number 
of votes at tho meetings. 

The discharge of an insolvent re- 
quires tho consent of a majority in 
number of the creditors who have pro- 
ved claims to the amount of one hun- 
dred dollars and upwards, and who re- 
present at least three-fourths in valuo 
of all the claims of one hundred dol- 
lars and upwards that have been ]iro- 
vod. An insolvent sludl not be entitl- 
ed to confirmation of his discharge if 
it appears to the Courts or Judge that 
ho has acted fraudulently. The charac- 
ter of the discharge may bo inodilicd 
at tho discretion of the Court and it 
may bo suspended for live years or 
made second class. If tho dividend 
on unsecured claims falls short of 
thirty-three per cent., "and sufficient 
account is not "given for the deticion- 
cy," the Court or Judge may suspend, 
discharge or refuse it altogether. A 
discharge may bo either absolute or 
conditional upon certain recjuiremonts 
being completed. A discharge under 
this Act shall not, except with the ex- 
press consent of tho creditor, aj)ply to 
tho payment of any debt for enforcing 
the payment of which the imprisim- 
inent of the debtor is permitted by the 
Act; nor to any debt due as damages 
for assault,* seduction, liliel, or for 
maintenance of a juirent, wife, or 
ciuld. (Jrcditors, liy tho same intijori- 
ty as reiiuired for a discliiuge, may 
make an allowance in money or pro- 
perty to the insolvent. Clerks and 
others in the employ of an insolvent 
have a privileged claim for wages, 
not, however, going back farther 
ttian three mouths' time. Foreign 
discharges do not bar debts contract- 
ed m Canada. All gratuitous contracts 
made within three months of insolven- 
cy uvii ])resumed to be fraudulent, 
and contracts for "bona fida" consider- 
ation niay bo sot aside by the Court if 
made within thirty diiys ba(di. i'ay- 
Uienls made by a ilebtur within thirty 
days of insolvoncy, to any perstjn 
knowing or having probable cause 
for believing him about to become 
insolvent, may be recovered back 
liysuit. A tratler purchasing goods, and 
knowing liiinHolf to be unable to pay for 
them, shall bo deemed guilty of fraud, 
and may be imjirisoned for a time not 
exceeding two years. Tho punishment 
of fraud, concealment, collusion, and 
mistatemeiit aj)pearB to be very care- 
fully i)rovi(led for in the Act. 

In a general way tho new law diflers 
from tho old chiefly in the multiplying 
of jjrecautions against the fraudulent 
making iiway with inoperty, preferen- 
tial pajmeuts, and such like dishonest 
practices. Tho Act is in tho main a 
creditor's iiieaHure, and under its 
operations creditors can scarcely say 
that their interests are not remarkably 
well protected. It is perhaps neces- 
sary that the letter of the law should 
thus protect creditors against fraudu- 
lent deblors; while the honest d.ubtnr 
will find liis rofu^ii from (ippression m 
tho administration of tho law by capa- 
ble and imperial Judges. It will de- 
volve upon the Bench to soe to it that 
tlio new and rather swoepiiu,' powers 
granti;d to creditors are not ubusiul.

Courts of Justice and PoliticB. 



It is a matter of general remark that 
the sitting of the Supreme Court on 
the Mainland has been delayed be- 
yond the usual time, and numerous 
inquiries are heard as to tho cause of 
the delay. It appears that under a 
local Statute the Provincial Govern- 
ment is given tho power of fixing the 
tim9 and place of holding Court. Tho 
Government baa also tho power of de- 
signating tlio days'on wluch electious 
shall be held. The Mainland Courts 
and the Mainland elections have been 
delayed for one and the same reason. 
Mr. Walkem wants to "kill two birds 
with one stone." He wishes to conduct 
the Crown business and seciuo his 
travelling expenses for liniment, horse- 
feed, valises, socks, &c. , and at the 
samo time solicit votes in tho Guvorn- 
mont interest for tho Local House ! 
How convenient it will be to take tho 
crowds that may attend interior courts 
by the ear every evening and dilate 
upon the erudition of an Armstrong ; 
the eloquence of a Robinson; the vir- 
tue of a Semlin; the consistency of a 
Smith ; the sobriety of a Barnston ; and 
the generosity (at the country's ex- 
pense) of a Walkem! We doubt, 
however, very much if the country 
will be satisfied with this attempt to 
prostitute Courts of Justice to the 
game of Politics j and we believe that 
were the Judges to decline to allow 
themselves or their Courts to be tliuH 
used, the Dominion Government 
would approve of their course. No 
valid reason can be stated by the Gov- 
ernment why the Courts on the Main- 
land were not held six wreks ago; or 
why the Judges, wituo.'5soa or suitors 
should bo exposed to the inclemency 
of the season when the fine weathoi- 
was allowed to slip away unimproved 
— to say nothing of tho hardships im- 
.posed on untried prisoners by being 
kept iu jail, and the expense entailed 
on the country for their board, etc. 
Thi-i svHtoin of mixing Justice and 
Politics is another abomiuution that 
wants Rei-ojim. It will get it.

If the Toronto "Globe" is to be bo- 

lic-ved, and (in tins oiyau in chief of tho 
.ALickeiizie (niverniuciit it. i.o doubt 
speaks by iiutliorily, Lord L!arniu-von 
has "recommeuded" the coiiBtriiction 
of a rnilroad on Vaucoiivor Island 
from EsquiiuiUt tu Niimiimo, also that 
the surTey.s of tho ^laiuland should bo 
carried on tho vi^'ur, and "pro]3osoa" 
tlie constructiun of a Nvaygou road in 
advance of the railroail. With respect 
to this arrangement the Colomst 
asks: 

"But the Mainland — how will the 
new terms as outlined by the "Cilobo" 
be received there ? lu tho course of 
his recent Philharmonic oration, Mr. 
DeOoamos said 'the petitioners from 
Mainland in favour of Mr. Mckeenzie 
would now find that the Island would 
get the railroad and the Mainland tho 
waggon-road.' Is it possible that the 
Government orgaTi hero can now gcj 
into peans over tonus it no bitterly 
deuouuced before and which gave tho 
railway to the Island and the waggcjn- 
road to the Mainland ? We know that 
Mr. Mackenzie was j^ropared to con- 
■ cede terms which would have boon 
fair and acceptable to the ^lainland as 
well as the Island; and wo still vent- 
ure to hopo and believe that, when 
the new terms shall be known in all 
their details, it will be found that 
justice is to bo done to both sections 
alike, notwithstandinj,' tho spiteful 
taunt of Mr. DeCosinos that 'the Is- 
land is to ^^et the railroad, the Main- 
laud tho waggon-road.' 

In the absence of the official an- 
nouncement of the rasult of Mr. Wal- 
kem's mission to England, we are not 
prepared to state whether the recom- 
mendations of Lord Carnarvon are 

Sreoiselj as foreshadowed by the 
■lobe or not. We do not see that the Main 
land people will have any reason to com- 
plain if they should now have to icait <i feic 
years/or the commencement of rallwaij con- 
struction on their side of the Straits of 
Georgia. If Mr. Mackeuzio ha.s taken 
thom at their word, he cannot be 
blamed ; nor can tho Local Govern- 
ment, who did all in their power to se- 
cure a simultaneous commencement 
of railway construction on the Island 
and Mainland, but, strange to say, in- 
stead of receiving the support and ap- 
proval of the jiooplo of that section — 
at least of Now Westminster and Yale 
Districts — they did all they could to 
weaken the hands of the Local Gov- 
ernment and to magnify the "just" and 
"generous" policy proposed b}- Mr. 
Maekonzio. At the mooting hold at 
New Westminster in June last a aeries 
of resolutions was passed, of which tho 
following is a specimen: — 

" Resdlved—Thiii whureiis the pooplo of 
Victoria piutestej m the name of the jioo- 
plo of British Columbia against tho uon- 
oommenccmcnt of the railroad on Van- 
oouver Island; and, whereas, we do not 
consider tho building of tho railroad on 
Vancijuvor laland would be acommonc(!- 
ninut ol tho (Junada Pacilic Railroad, and 
that Mr. !;\Iuckonzio'B iGovernniont is 
bound to, by tho Order in Council .wliioh 
named Esquimalt as tho tornunu.s, and — 
"Whereas, we believe tho brunch lino 
from Esquimau to Nanaimo, if built at 
all, should not be oommenoocil until suoh 
conimunicntion ia established witli tlio 
interior as will enable our own producurs 
to sixpply tho market created by tho con- 
struction of tlio line;-- 

"Thoreforo bo it rosolvod, that wo re- 
pudiate the action of tho people of Vic- 
toria, and deny their right to speak in tho 
name of tho iJOoplo of British Colum- 
bia." 

Tho resolutions were diapatchod by 
tolograpli to Mr. Mackenzie, tho object 
of which was to throw obstacles in Jfr. 
Walkem'B way when ho vi.sited Ottawa 
and London in soarcli of justice for Bri- 
tish Columbia. On tlic li'J.l of .Juno hii-t 
a meeting was also hold at Yalo, at which 
a series of rcsohiLions wore passo<l, of 
which tho following is a spiicimcn: 

"iwt'.so//'(;'/--Tli:it wo condcina in llu! 
utrongiist teruiH tlic cuur.ic purHiiod by 
tho local Govoniiniint in tliuir refusal to 
open n3goti(itions with Mr. I'Mgar, tlio 
OOUfldeutiiil agent of the JJoiuinio.i Gov- 
ernmont, in regard to tho exlonsiou of 
tinio, and — 

"Further, we condemn tho imprudent 
course they havo tliought proper to mlopt 
iu ap[)oaling to tho (juoon in Council." 

What use Mackenzie made of thcso r(3- 
, •• solntSons to defeat tho object of Mr, Wal- 
: kom's misHiou, wo havo no moans at ()re:f- 
ent of asoertainiuK, but though they did 
sot aooom^lish the purpose for which 
thoy wpro intondod, thoy appear to have 
operated very succoiisfuUy in puttin;; oil" 
tlio railway and promoting tho waggon- 
road arraugomeut on tho IMainhind. 

If it should happon that our Mainland 
friends are loft out iu the oold in tho mat- 
Ut of th9 railway, for somo years to ouiue, 



they gave Mr. Mackenzie to understand 
that they were willing to take tlio wag- 
gon road in lieu of the railway until ho 
could inako it convenient to give tlieni 
tho latter, and it \^ouldHooui ho has talicn 
tlioui at thoir word. Wo sliall now soo 
how well thoy will like tho arrauguniont." 

[In order to a full and just conception 
of the organ's perfldy it will bo proper to 
state that a worse than garbled version of 
the rosolntions and petition is given m 
tho above. Tho rosolntions essential to a 
fair and rational understanding of the 
case BiO omitted, while others aro so tort- 
ured as to bu inado to convoy a moaning 
tho vory oppoaito to that intended; and as 
for tho petition, so far from expressing 
willingness to accept a waggon-road "in 
lieu of tho railway," the couoludmg olouse 
enid: — " Wo consider that a vigorous and 
immediate prosecution of tho surveys. . . . 
to be followed in 1875 by the commencement 
of construction on the Mainland will he a 
faithful carrytn(j out of ilia spirit of the 
Termsof Union." In a word, so atrocious- 
ly false and unjust did tho above articlo 
appear that the New Wostminstor Herald, 
itself u brother organ, oould not refrain 
from exposing and denouncing in indig- 
nant terms, its base audacity, which it did 
in a loading article of a column and a half 
iu length. This oiroumstanco, perhaps, 
more thiin any words could do, convoys 
an idea of tho turpitude of tho organ's 
ofTenco in falsifying the record in order 
that it might the more successfully shift 
the blame from its masters and heartless- 
ly taunt the Mainland with having beon 
justly punished in being cruolly cut off 
with a "waggon-road in lieu of tho rail- 
way." Since that tho organ has been 
pilU)riod fur luiothor etpially llagraiit 
crime in the namo ilirection and with a 
like objfct, --viz: publishing a spurious 
version of tho iSIaiulaad petition. Tho 
people of tho Mainland, of both sections, 
indeed, will know how to appreciate and 
rewerd such contemptible baseness.— En.

Tilt! school systou of tiiis Province J 
consider good, and with tho kuccohs ap- 
parent that has attended tho boarding 
school at Cache Creek, I would advocate 
a further expenditure in that direction, 
and consider that Kaniloops and other 
poition-s of tlii.s lar^e Provinco .should 
have iustitntiun.s erected of a like charac- 
ter. 

The formation of Agricultural Societies 
throniiliont the Provinco, you aro aware, 
I have for some time advocated, and I 
would siipioirt any measnre giving a lib- 
eral ^;nmt of innnoy to aid mioh HocietieH.

They have, 
happily for lis, been unsuccessful, but as 
it is reported that fresh negotiations arc 
likoly to take place and the iinesfion mu.st 
be considered at an early date by our Lo- 
ciil fiovernineiil, 1 would support no 
(^iovri nnieiit who in treating with tho Do- 
mini. m ( OA i-Miiiient did not insist on an 
e irly coinnicncenient of railway construc- 
tion on the Mainland, and an equal dis- 
tribution between Vancouver Island and 
the Mainland of any coiiipeiis;iiion that 
might bo olVorod for'fho iionfulliliin nt of 
the Ternii of (Inion. I consider that 
sliouiil fi i-sh nc-ot iai ions talvc place some 
ariangeun.iil should bo coiiio to with the 
Dominion (io\eriimont by which our 
Tariff should be .so modified as to give 
us some protection for our stock intoroHt. 

.Should you, gentlemen, do mo tho 
honor of eloeting mo ns one of your ro- 
presentiitiv(>s, I shiill f(.el it always my 
duty to iiilvocati^ llie expenditure of pub- 
lie nionii...s on public works as far as the 
revenue of the Province will allow, but 
that ohly on works of a reproductive 
character. 

I consider that tho Qovornmeut of tho 
I'roviiK'o should bo carried on witli tho 
strictest economy compatiblo with pub- 
lic (-llieiency : that taxation should bo 
equali/cd so that tho rich man hio 
fair jiroportion with thu poor, which is 
not tho case now. 1 trust that thoao views 
will be acceptable to you, and should you 
return mo as one of your ropioBontati veH, 
I shall endeavor at all times to obtain 
y<inr views on all [inblio questions, anil 
thus bo eun'.hid to act according to tho 
well understood wishe.y of my conatitu- 
eiita.
